More About Skating 


Many things make up that most} 
important of hockey abilities—skat- 
ing. Good skating is more than just 
a knack of moving fast down the ice. 

Speed helps, of course, but it isn’t 
erough, You have to be able to shift 
and cut both ways. You have to be 
able to stop on a dime. You have to 
be able to accelerate fast, and you 
have to have good balance so that 
the other fellow can't knock you 
down, You also have to be strong 
enough and well-conditioned enough 
to keep skating hard all the way 
through a game. 

Few hockey players have all these 
abilities. Some can shift and cut in 
from a wing—but only one way. This 
usually keeps them in the minor 
leagues. Some look pretty, but spend 
a lot of time on the seat of their 
pants because they can be knocked 
down too easily. 

The ground work of skating ability 
is put in while the athlete is young. 
Everybody can't be a Gord Howe, 
Milt Schmidt, Red Kelly or Maurice 
Richard. But everybody can be a 
“Red” Horner, in one respect. 

Horner, once one of the most fear- 
ed defencemen in the N.H.L., was ag 
awkward as they come when he first 
tried to break in. But he worked 
for month after month on his skat- 


ing, and eventually became an ex- 
tremely effective, if not graceful, 
skater. 


We started this series on skating 
last week, and described a few funda- 
mentals, Here are some more. 

Knee Action: Flexible, relaxed 
knees are extremely important. Stiff 
knees cut down shiftiness and the 
ability to cut in from the wing. The 
only time the knee should be straight- 
ened out in the skating action is at 
the end of the thrust by the rear leg 
as it drives the body forward. 

The skater should always try to 
keep the knee ahead of the foot. 

Foot Action: The foot should not 
be lifted farther from the ice than 


wasting energy and losing drive, but 
are probably skating too high for 
good balance, 

Stride: The length of the stride de- 
pends largely on the flexibility and 
length of the muscles you use, espe- 
cially those of hips and thighs. This 
is one reason a hockey player must 
be flexible. It is impossible for him 
to take long strides efficiently if these 
muscles are short, There is no set 
rule for length of stride. The simplest 
system is to take a stride which 
seems comfortable. If trying for 
longer stride, reach with your knee 
(not your foot) and concentrate on 
gliding a little longer on your for- 
ward skate before your foot starts 
moving out to the side for another 
thrust, 

Next week, we'll give you some 
tips on cutting and shifting, with em- 
phasis on developing the ability to 
go both ways.

No person shall sprinkle, spread 
or place any saltor like substance 
on the sidewalks with the intent 
or purpose of melting or dissolv- 
ing any snow or ice which may 
have accumulated thereon. 

No person shall cause injury 
to any sidewalk by striking, pick- 
ing or cutting with any metal in- 
strument whatever, whether en- 
gaged in removing snow or 
from such sidewalk or not. 

If any person referred to in the 
by-law neglects or fails to clear 
the sidewalks as aforesaid, the 
said village is empowered to re- 
move the said snow or ice and 
the costs thereof shall be charged 
against the owner of the pro- 
perty, and in addition to any fine 
or penalty imposed by this or any} 
other by-law of the Village of 
Carbon, Alberta.
